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LATE CANADIAN NEWS. 
ONTARIO, 

Mayor McKay, of Llninilton, on behalf 
of tlio citizens sent n cable to Ilor Majesty 
congraculaEIng her ori hiaving attained the 
fiftieth year of her reign. lie received a 
reply thanking tho citizens for their act of 
kiiulnoHH. 

Counsel for Dr. Weir, <>f Oscoda, Mich., 
who ia hold at London on a charge of 
murder, haa secured a writ- of halmia cor- 
pus certiorari in Ihh behalf. A demand 
for Weir's extradition has been formerly 
made by tho United »StJite« authorities. 
Tho charge against him is one of alleged 
seduction, followed by mal-practice, 
which resulted in tho death of tho victim, 
a young girl of good family. 

Two hundred and twenty-throe thou- 
sand cubic yards of limestone anil /date 
rock have fallen out of tho rivor hank 
near the Horseshoe falls a€ Niagara. It 
foil with a crash which was heard and felt 
for miles around. From tho hank above 
the falls a dark chasm can now be neon 
behind them. Tho change adds grandeur 
to tho Bceno, but it has caused apprehen- 
sions of danger to people living on the im- 
mediate precipice of tho river. Tho in- 
cessant act-ion of tho water undermined 
tho rock banks in such' a way that if it 
had taken place at many other points it, 
would have caused serious destruction of 
life and property. People are rushing in 
thousands to view tho changed spectacle, 

A torritic dynamite explosion has oc- 
curred at tho house of John Pabton, on 
Chelsea road, near Ottawa, in which a 
three year old child was probably fatally 
injured. Patton and his brother were ex- 
perimenting in the kitchen with wood pulp 
and nitro-potassium. A spark from his 
pipe fell into tho mixture simply causing 
a big blaze. Patton rushed for his wife and 
children, who escaped through a window. 
On reaching a safe distance they found 
they had forgotten the youngest child. 
The father ran back and rescued the child 
which was almost suffocated under a hod, 
which had been overthrown during the 
premature explosion. He escaped with 
hia burden through the tlames, and had 
just got away when the tire communicated 
with twenty pounds of dynamite stored 
up stairs. The child will probably die. 
Tho explosion was heard in the city. 

It is now certain that representative 
cricketers of Canada will visit England 
this Buinmer. They will leave cm duly

nated a hundred dollars towards the 
team's expenses. 

At the civil assizes, at London, Judge 
Armour committed t wo law students for 
twenty-four hours for contempt by whis- 
pering in court.

Mayor McDougall, of Ottawa, has re- 
ceived word from General Manager Van 
Home, of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
that tho company decline to build a new 
bridge over the Uideau at New Edinburgh, 
as the city has requested, the reason given, 
by the general manager being that the 
company's engineers do not consider the 
present embankment to be, as contended, 
the cause of annual spring floods. 

F. Hitchcock, a private detective from 
tho States, has had an interview with the 
deputy minister of justice concerning the 
extradition of Hoke, the Peoria defaulter. 

A distressing case occurred in the town 
ship of Sydeilhnm sotnu nights ago. Ar- 
thur Bye, a well known and respected 
resident, having an tit tack of colic, got 
up during tho night to take a dose of pain- 
killer, but mistaking the bottle tooknonio 
liniment inste.nl. When the mistake was 
discovered a physician was immediately 
sent for, but tuodioal service was of no 
avail, and Mr. Bye died in a few hours. 

An Ottawa telegram gives currency to 
tho report that the Toronto World is to 
bo the successor of the Moil as tho con- 
servative organ in Ontario. The report 
is probably incorrect . 

Tho storm of the loth inst. was the 
worst exporiencod this season on the rail- 
roads. All the trams were late, Mid 
freight trains are reported stork at almost 
all the points on the .outes.

In the year 1858 four sisters of St. 
Ann's arrived in Victoria and commenced 
their good work in a small building fur- 
nished by the Bishop of that lime. As 
the work prospered the requirements for 
accommodation became inure pressing, till 
finally a school capable of accommodating 
a large number of children was opened on 
View street. The attendance hero had 
increased to 175 pupils daily, when it was 
resolved in 1S71 to erect a convent build- 
ing on the boaurifid plot of ground, about 
three acres in extent, Hituated on Hum- 
boldt street. The line structure known as 
St. Ann's Convent is familiar to many of 
the readers of The Colonist. Its exten- 
sive dimensions, ninety feet in length and 
three stones in height, with a choice situ- 
ation, made it one of 1 ho most beautiful 
and imposing buildings in tho city. At 
the time of its construction the calcula- 
tions wore made and the plans adopted 
for the extensive improvements which are 
now about being completed. Even pro- 
vision for removing the old Catholic 
church to form a part of 

THE CONVENT BUILDING 

Was embraced in thu comprehensive plans 
laid at that time, and the other changes 
have been so sweeping and the additions 
Bo extensive thai scarcely any semblance 
of the original edifice remains. As it 
stands at present the St. Ann's convent is 
unsurpassed by am similar institution on 
the coast in the matter of accommo- 
dation, and it furnishes another evidence 
of the growing importance of Victoria 
when such aii institution can be main- 
tained. Everything about its interior ar- 
rangements is modern and completed and 
calculated to make life pleasant and com 
fin table for i iiose living in it. 

As has been stated the improvements 
made were based upon plans made in 1K7 1 . 
These plans provided for increasing the 
original bin Id I u- to twice t heir original si/.e, 
with the addition made by joining the 
old Catholic church on to the rear. Tin- 
main building is divided into u basement, 
Inst ami second Hours, atlic and upper nt 
tie. The basement is entered from tho 
aveiulo loading from Humboldt street, 
through an arch formed by the converging 
of two flights of stairs which lead to the 
liisi floor.

It is well lighted, overlooks 
t.he garden, and is a very desirable place 

in every respect. Diroct ly opposite the 
main entrance and intersecting the main 
corridor is the beautifully arched en 
trance to the church, which has under- 
gone a repaint ui!,, and renovating gen 
orally. With its walls tinted and kalso- 
inined, and its ornaments regihled, it 
presents an entirely new and improved 
I appearance, It was tho desire of the 
sisters thai the interior of this building, 
the old St. Andrew's Cathedral, should 
be preserved intact, and it baa been ac- 
cordingly encased in brick. Tho arched 
coiling, with us many beautiful orna- 
ments, was designed and executed in 
wood by a young priest while located 
in this province. The emblematic carvings 
are all cut by hand, and the hundreds of 
pieces thus cut and placed in position cer- 
taiuh illustrate remarkable zeal, patience 
ami perseverance on i he part of tho de 
signer. The seating capacity of tho 
building has been enlarged and all tho in- 
terior arrangements made in accord with 
the 

INCREASED FACTLIT1 Ks 
of the convent . On tho second floor is a 
capacious and beautifully lighted library 
in tho front of tho building. Overlooking 
the garden and orchard, and being well 
lighted and nicely finished, ii is a cheer- 
ful room well calculated for the pur- 
poses for which it' is intended. On the 
opposite sid.e of the corridor is the en- 
trance to the gallery uf the church, Hero 
careful arrangement and forethought ih 
again manifested by provision made for 
conveying' invalids in easy chairs from the 
infirmaries on I his llat, to such a position 
ill the gallery as to be within view of the 
altar and in hearing of the services. The 
attic door is divided into three sleeping 
apartments, which -uro supplied with all 
such conveniences as mirdrobeH, 
washing basins, children's baths, foot 
baths, ele., also with hot and cold water.

The upper attic will he used for storage 
purposes exclusively.

In 
order to furnish escapes in caso of firo 
circular stairs load from the balconies on 
the first and second stories to the ground. 
Tho building is heated by steam, A cap- 
acious boiler room with cement floor is 
situated under tho basement of tho 
building. Here four Gardiner pipe 
boilers aro situated, which, with the 
2,'UXX) feet of pipe which have been laid 
through the building, generates not only 
warmth hut. steam if necessary. At the 
first trial the temperature was raised to 
80 degrees.

Any room in the building can be heated 
separately.

THE CHINESE EXPULSION. 

The Vancouver Newt, which seems to 
have allied itself with the class that have 
lately been endeavoring to give Vancouver 
city the name of being a mob-law com- 
munity, makes some libellous and 
absurd statements as to ibe veracity 

of the Victoria press. In Tut; Colo- 
nist the statement of Mr. Mc-Dougall, 
the contractor, was given without 
comment, as was also that of Mr. R. 
D. Pitt, the chairman of the Knights of 
Labor committee, who wore the main 
movers in the matter. The A'cirs says 
that the chief of police, when asked for 
protection, gave it, "and the Celestials 
left quietly and peacefully, and anyone 
who says to the contrary knows thai he 
lies." Tho Newt appears to be of the 
opinion that one body of citizens have the 
right to say to another and weaker and of 
course, in this case, undesirable body, that 
"if you don't get'out we will put you out. ' 
The Chinese left peaceably simply because 
they saw that to resist was futile and would 
have led to rough usage. It was the duty 
of the chief of police and Mayor McLean, 
who wero cognizant of the threats made 
towards, and the ejection of, the Chinese 
to have afforded them the protection which 
the British law offers to anyone under its 
rule. It was not the fact that the Chinese 
were literally kicked out, but it is tho 
fact that they were compelled under 
threats of danger to life and property, to 
leave Vancouver. The following is the 
notice issued by the committee and speaks 
for itself: 

PUBLIC NOTICE. 
Hue notice is hurehy given warning all I 'hina- 
men to move wit h all their chattels from within 
the corporation of tho city of Vancouver on or 
before tho 15th day of January, lSST, failing 
which all Chinamen funnel in the city niter the 
above dato shall he forcibly expelled Uiorefroui, 
and their goods and household (foots shall he 
consigned to either Coal Harbor or False creek 
as convenience may propose. And furthermore, 
the nut liorities of thih town are kindly caul ion- 
ed not to risk thoir lives in trying to rescue the 
Mongolians, or giving iheuiftolvesany unaoeess* 
nry trouble as the undersigned are in terrible 
earnest. Yours, etc.,

It is to be regretted that tho chief of- 
tiacrs of the city, together with the lead- 
ing paper, have allowed themselves -per 
naps for the sake of popularity — to be 
over-awed by what may be termed the 
lloating population, who have not a dollar 
of interest in the city's welfare and con- 
sequently are careless as to the results of 
1 heir actions. We have it from a number 
of the chief owners of real estate, from 
business men and aldermen that they 
sincerely regret such a policy lias been 
pursued in V ancouver. They would have 
given the Chinese and contractor Mc- 
Dougall protection, but a fear of serious 
consequences to themselves or their pro- 
perty from the agitators, compelled them 
to refrain. The fact that it would be 
spread broadcast to the world that Vau- 
ci ■ uvcr was ruled by mob law seemed to 
them a more serious and permanent in- 
jury than tho omploymont of Chinese. 

While thoroughly sympathizing with 
the residents of Vancouver in their de- 
sire to become a city free from the Chi- 
nese element, yet all well-wishers and 
good cit izens of the new town cannot but 
think that the policy they have pursued 
in order to attain thu end sought is a far 
greater evil than the presence of a few 
Chinese among them. 

The .Vein should not publish such cho- 
leric statements. Thu more fact of blat- 
antly asserting that a man is a liar does 
not prm e him one ; it rather shows that 
the paper which takes that course has no 
substantial argument to advance, and 

imagines t hat by "bluffing," a similar 
and perhaps more correct charge will be 
withdrawn from itself.
